For some, trials not so speedy 


Indictments returned 
against two men 
more than a year 
after their arrests

Two Hardin County men 
were indicted last month in con¬ 
nection to alleged rape offenses 
that occurred more than a year 
ago. 

Robert W. Wilson^ 22, was in¬ 
dicted on charges of second-de¬ 
gree rape while James X Rob¬ 
inson III, 35, faces allegations of 
third-degree rape and third-de¬ 
gree sodomy. 

Forcible contact is not alleged 


and, in both cases, the victim 
was younger tlian 16 at the time 
of the offense. 

Wilson was arrested in Sep¬ 
tember 2009 after engaging in 
sexual intercourse with someone 
underage at Banderosa Mobile 
Home Park in Elizabethtown, 
according to a police citation. 

Robinson was arrested in 
Septembei 2010 after police said 
he engaged m sex acts and inter¬ 
course with someone urde~age 
at Commonwealth Lodge in 
Elizabethtown, according to a ci¬ 
tation. Alcohol js bebeved to 
have been involved. 

The document reads, "‘(Rob¬ 
inson) had knowledge of victim’s 
age prior to the sodomy.^ 

Within weeks of the arrests, 
both men posted bond, accord¬ 
ing to court records. A Hardin

County District Court judge 
found probable cause in both 
cases, waiving the defendants on 
to grand Julies. 

However, it w'asn't until last 
month Wilson and Robinson 
were indicted. 

Because both alleged offenses 
occuned in Elizabethtown city 
limits, the cases were investigat¬ 
ed by Elizabethtown Police 


Department. Detective Clint 
Turner was assigned as tlie inves¬ 
tigating officer. 

Asked why the cases took 
nearly two and three years be¬ 
fore being indicted, Turner said 
he is unsure what caused the de¬ 
lay. 

The lapse in time between a 
finding of probable cause and an 
indictment is uncommon, he 
said, but each case is different. 

ITie detective testified at both 
preliminary hearings, he Sciid, 
but never knew what happened 
after probable cause was found, 

“After I do my pait^ it’s up to 
file prosecutor to [seek an indict¬ 
ment),” Turner said. 

“Just because they haven't 
been indicted doesn't mean we 
canh check on them*” he said.

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Defusing noise 

E’town considering timing restriction on fireworks use

Elizabethtown City Counci] this 
week discussed potential new' re¬ 
strictions on residential fireworks 
use. 

Council members said they 
were open to stipulating horns in 
which fireworks could be fired be¬ 
cause currently there are no timing 
restrictions. 

Elizabethtown Fire Chief Mike 
Hulsev told the coimcil he also 
woula like to see a ban on the 
recreation Ell use of lirew'orks in city 
parks because there are no formal 
restrictions in place. Hulsey said he 
would be open to licensed profes¬ 
sionals operating fireworks at cily- 
sponsored events on park grounds, 
but a park is no place for residents 
to be handling fireworks. 

The discussion was sparked by 
an inquiiy made by Coujicibnan 
Rein Thomas regarding a sales ban 
on consumer fireworks in Eliza¬ 
bethtown, 

Kentucky last year passed a law 
permitting the sale and use of con* 
sumer firew'orks, which includes 
larger and more explosive aerial 
devices such as bottle rockets, fire¬ 
crackers and roman candles ^ 

Prior to the change in state law, 
the only fireworks permitted for 


sale were those which did not leave 
the ground, such as sparkJcis In 
response^ Kentucky residents often 
traveled to neighboring sUtes to 
purchase fireworks. 

Thomas said he knows there 
may be some financial gain for the 
city in allow'ing new vendors to sell 
the larger fireworks, but he has re¬ 
ceived complaints about their use. 
Ihomas also said he was unaware 
cities had the option to opt out of 
the new law until he read a recent 
news article detailing bans im¬ 
posed by cities- 

Hulsey said he bales fireworks 
and believes they ai e a hazard hut 
banning the sale of fireworks in 
Elizabethtown would do nothing 
to solve the problem because resi¬ 
dents could purchase the fireworks 
in Radcliff or another pail of the 
county and would be legally per¬ 
mitted to fire them in the city, 

Hulsey said the city also has the 
authority to ban the use of con¬ 
sumer fireworks but the law would 
be hard to enforce because law en¬ 
forcement would have to witness 
the use of the firework to lake ac 
tlon. 

a catch 22 proposition,” 
Hulsey said. 

Thomas said the ban could 
make it harder for residents to ob¬ 


tain and use the fiieworks- Hulsey, 
Qiough^ said a prohibition on die 
use of larger fireworks would hard¬ 
ly be a panacea because some 
would continue to shoot the firC’ 
works regardless of the law, 

“Don't get me wrong, couiicil- 
111 an,” Hulsey said to Thomas. 
Tm aU for you.” 

Police Chief Tracy Schiller said 
he reviewed the number of fire¬ 
works complaints last year and 
only five or six were logged over a 
three-day period that included 
Independence Day. 

Members of the council said 
there already is a noise ordinance 
in place to deal with some con¬ 
cerns and state law pioliibits the 
use of fireworks within 200 feet of 
any structure. 

Councilman Kenny Lewis 
echoed Hulsey in his assessment of 
a ban on larger fireworks. 

“The main thing is how are you 
going to enforce it?” he said. 

Thomas said he was not mtei- 
ested in pushing for a ban if the 
council did not feel one was need¬ 
ed, but he said he felt the city need¬ 
ed to make a decision. 

“We owed an answer to those 
people,” he said.

FRANKFORT - The Kentucky State Police 
Driver Testing Brunch has posted a 3 minute and 13 
second video demonstrating Kentucky’s new motor¬ 
cycle operator’s license skill lest on YouTube.

Testing Branch webpage at www.kentuckystate 
poll ce -org/d t/in dex.h tm. 

Developed by the Motorcycle Safety Foundation, 
the new test was implemented on May 1 and is de¬ 
signed to better determine if operators possess suffi¬ 
cient safety skills for riding motorcycles in traffic, ac¬ 
cording to a state police news release. 

The new test expands Kentucky’s current motor¬ 
cycle skill test from two to four exercises, wiiich must 
be completed on a closed course and evaluated by a 
KSP driver’s license examu^er. The exercises in¬ 
clude: left tum/nonnal stop; cone weave/righl turn 
from a stop; quick stop and obstacle swerve. The 
changes apply to both two-wheel and three-wheel 
motorcycle tests. 

Updates regarding the new test have been made to 
the Kentucky Driver’s Manual, which is avctilable on- 
line at www.kentnckystatepoUce.org under the Driver 
Testing Branch link. 

KSP will offer a free, Ihrec-hour, classroom based, 
motorcycle safety seminar taught by a certified MSF 
RiderCoach on May 17 from 6 p.m, to 9 pmi. To reg¬ 
ister for the seminar, visit the KSP website at 
wwv\^ kentuckystatepolice.org/pdf/registration form 
^20l2.pdr. 

The agency will also host its fifth annual 
Motorcycle Safety Day awareness program on June

Paul Cordts, the com¬ 
mander for the Blanch field 
Army Community Hos¬ 
pital, said the embedded 
staff model on post emu¬ 
lates how soldiers access 
mental health services 
while deployed. 

Behavioral health profes¬ 
sionals are stationed at for¬ 
ward c^erating bases over- 
seaJ5> w^here they live and 
work with soldiers every 
day during combat, 

“That's proven to be a 
very effective model in 
combat, where the behav¬ 


ioral healtl) professionals 
are immediately accessible 
to soldiers, immediately 
accessible to the chain of 
command,” Cordts said^ 
*^And so the idea is that 
we"ll reproduce that mode! 
back here m-gamson.” 

The first staff will be 
embedded in 4th Brigade, 
Cordts said, because it ag¬ 
gressively has been build¬ 
ing resilience in its soldiers 
and family members by 
adopting a comprehensive 
soldier fitness model 


One goal of the embed¬ 
ded health model is to pro¬ 
vide preventative meas- 
mes against suicide. The 
easy access is designed to 
encourage soldiers to seek 
help before it’s too late.

cide say, Teople don't 
commit suicide. They die 
of suicide/” McConville 
said. “And if you believe 
thal then what really be¬ 
comes key is lhat they get 
prevention early on.”

Army opens jobs in combat 
battalions to women

FORT CAMPBELL - 

Female soldiers this week 
are moving into new jobs 
in once all^male units as 
\ht Army breaks down for^ 
nial barriers in recognition 
of what already has hap¬ 
pened in wars in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. 

The policy ch£u:ige an¬ 
nounced earlier this year is 
being tested at nine 
brigades, including one at 
Fori Campbell j before go¬ 
ing Army-wide. It opens 
thousands of jobs to female 
soldiers by loosening re¬ 
strictions meant to keep 
them away from the battle 
field. Experience on the 
gTfxund in the past decade 
showed women were fight' 
ing and dying alongside 


male soldiers anyway. 

Col. Val Keaveny Jr., 
commander of the 4lh 
Brigade Combat Team that 
is among units piloting the 
change, said for the last 
decade it has been com¬ 
mon to have women tern- 
poraiily attached to coni‘ 
bat imib and serve along¬ 
side them. 

Women have served in 
our Army since the 
Revolutionary War and 
they have done phenome¬ 
nal work and continue to 
do so today,^^ he said, 
‘There is great taleiU and 
now we can have it in the 
headquarters of infantry, 
armor and cavalty'.^

Panel calls for steep 
cuts in US. nukes

WASHINGTON ^ An influen¬ 
tial panel is calling for an 80 percent 
reduction of U.S. nuclear weapons 
and an elunination of all nuclear 
armed intercontinental ballistic mis¬ 
siles. 

In a report for the advocacy grtjup 
Global retired Gen. James 

Cartwright and others argue the U,S, 
needs no more than 900 total nuclear 
weapons for its security in a post- 
Cold War world. The repoit chaired 


by Cartwright, a former vice chah- 
man of the Jont Chiefs of Staff 
known to be dose to President Ba¬ 
rack Obama^ comes at a time the 
president is weighing a range of 
shaip nudear reductions. 

The Obama adminisUation is re¬ 
portedly considering at least three 
options for lower total numbers of 
deployed strategic nuclear weapons: 
reducing their numbers to J5OOO to 
1,100; 700 to 800; or 800 to 400. The 
Global Zero report calls for such 
weapons to he reduced to about 450, 
while maintaining an equal number 
of stored weapons. 

The U,S. and Russia have an esti¬ 
mated 5,000 nudear weapons e^h, 
either deployed or in resetve. The 


two countries already are on tiack to 
reduce to 1,550 deployed strategic 
w arheads by 2018, as required by the 
New START treaty. 

The j>roposal also calls for achiev¬ 
ing the cuts over 10 yeais eithei um 
laterally or through negotiataons with 
Russia that also would include an 
agreement that would take weapons 
off of llie kind of hair-trigger launch 
capacity planners have long worried 
could leave a president with only 
minutes to decide how to respond to 
incoming missiles. This would be ac¬ 
complished by requiring steps that 
would take 24 to 72 hour.s to fire off 
a nuclear weapon cither from a sub- 
mm ine or from a strategic bomber.

White House presents opposition 
to GQP anti-abuse bill 

The White House is threatening to veto a Repubfican- 
written bill to reauthorize the 1994 Violence Against 
Women Act, 

In a statement Tuesday, the administration complained 
that the House bill strips out critical confidentiaiity require¬ 
ments for illegal immigrant women who can prove they 
were abused by their spouses. The White House also ob¬ 
jected to another provision because it would faii to provide 
Native American tribes the power to prosecute norvindians 
committing abuse on tribal land. The administration also 
said the bill should specifically prohibit discrimination 
against gays and lesbians in grant programs. 

The House's majority Republicans revised the bill over 
the weekend to appeal to more Democrats and women's 
groups in this presidential and congressionai election 
year. The act has been reauthorized twice by wide biparti- 
san margins,

OUR VIEW; Graduates face challenges 


An eager and excited class 
of high school seniors will re¬ 
ceive diplomas this week from 
area high schools. Many com¬ 
munity colleges and universi¬ 
ties around the state already 
have bestowed degrees to their 
graduates. 

With tremendous pride and 
tearful eyes, parents will ap¬ 
plaud all the hard work and 
accomplishments these diplo¬ 
mas and degrees represent for 
their young adults. 

Underlying all this pride, 
though, also may be a shadow 
of anxiety regarding what lies 
ahead. 

There was a time not so 
long ago that a high school 
diploma was like a magic key 
opening a doorway to endless 
career potential. Back then, 
with diploma in hand a high 
school graduate could step into 
a lucrative job that offered a 
good living wage and maybe a 
bit more to sock away as sav¬ 
ings. 

In addition to an abundance 
of trade skill jobs to choose 
from in fields such as construc¬ 
tion, electrical contracting, 
plumbing and auto mechanics, 
a graduate could latch onto 
any of a variety of white-collar 
career options. And the career 
of choice in those days easily 
could have carried the proud 
graduate through marriage, 
parenthood, empty-nesting and 
into retirement. 

Although still incredibly im¬ 
portant, through the late ’60s 
and ’70s the golden gleam of 
the high school diploma began 
to fade a bit. A college degree 
became the treasured magic 
key to the promise of a prof¬ 
itable long-term career. With a 
bachelor’s degree in practically 
any field of study, the college 
graduate virtually could write 
their own ticket to financial 
and personal career fulfillment. 

Unfortunately, those bygone 
days are no longer with us. 

Uncertainty is the only cer¬ 
tainty today’s graduates face as 
they receive their diplomas 
and degrees. The job market is 
thin. Unemployment, under¬ 
employment and stifled wages 
linger in the wake of the Great 
Recession. 

A recent published report 
from The Associated Press un¬ 
derscores the obstacles the 
Class of 2012 will face. 

According to economists’ 


analysis of 2011 Current 
Population Survey data more 
than 53 percent of bachelor’s 
degree holders remained un¬ 
employed or underemployed 
at the close of 2011, the highest 
percentage of B.S. graduates in 
the past 11 years. For those 
college graduates who did land 
and hold on to employment, 
median wages were in decline 
from 2000 levels. 

At the same time, total stu¬ 
dent loan debt in the U.S. now 
exceeds $ 1 trillion. And for 
those graduates who have ac¬ 
cumulated all that aging debt, 
only about half the jobs they 
landed last year even required 
a college degree. 

These grim statistics, howev¬ 
er, should not overshadow the 
celebration that is due for re¬ 
cent and soon-to-be graduates. 
If anything, they should under¬ 
score a few truths that will be 
important for these young peo¬ 
ple to carry with them in life. 

The economy owes you 
nothing. In hard times and 
during periods of economic 
prosperity, your future is what 
you make of it. Hard work, 
tenacious determination and 
assertiveness will overcome 
most if not all the challenges 
that life will throw at you in 
the work place and the home 
front. 

High school graduates, 
choose carefully the degree 
you will pursue if going on to a 
university. The field in which 
you are interested today might 
not offer attractive employ¬ 
ment opportunities or livable 
wages down the road. The per¬ 
ceived fun and fulfillment of 
your ideal career choice today 
may very well lose its appeal if 
the job market is saturated 
with degreed workers or a sec¬ 
ond job is required to pay the 
bills four years from now. 

Because tomorrow brings 
enough worries of its own, re¬ 
flect today on appreciating the 
blessings and opportunities 
you’ve had that helped to 
bring you to this point. Thank 
those who have been instru¬ 
mental in your educational 
journey thus far. Celebrate 
your accomplishment - safely 
- while preparing dutifully for 
the next task at hand.

But of course, Lugar’s 
fate was never really 
about those bailouts or 
Supreme Court seats. And 
it certainly wasn’t about 
his long record of deliver¬ 
ing for Hoosiers - or his 
historic bipartisan pro¬ 
gram, reached with 
Georgia Democrat Sam 
Nunn, to safeguard the 
planet against loose nukes 
falling into terrorists’ 
hands. 

No, Lugar was just the

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Military could learn from civilian courts

AWOL staff 
sergeants case 
draws criticism

Amiy Staff Sgt. Ryaii 
Miller knew that deserting 
his post was a serious 
crime. But^ by then, he had 
a lot more on his mind and 
heart tlian his job. 

Back in 2aad^2(K}4, 
while Miller was deployed 
as a cavalry scout in Af¬ 
ghanistan, his father died, 
his mother was diagnosed 
with cancerj and he was 
facing divorce* Dming his 
second Lour^ this time in 
Iraq, his best friend was 
killed by a roadside bomb* 

A few months before 
his November 2fH37 serve- 
out date, while stationed at 
Foil Dmm, N,Y., Miller 
learned he had been 
‘^Stop'Loss’d’’ - meaning 
he would remain with his 
unit for a third deploy¬ 
ment. He walked away 
twice, for a total of 19 
months. 

At his coiut-martia] two 
years ago, Miller testified 
he knew he was likely suf¬ 
fering from post-traumatic 
stress disorder, but pur¬ 
posely avoided treatment 
“in fear that I would be la¬ 
beled a *nut’ and no longer 
be respected by my peers 
or subordinates." 

When it came time for 
sentencing, the prosecutor, 
Capt. Christopher Goren, 
iirgued Miller should be 
made an example. 

“If we allow Staff Sgt* 
Miller to get off easy, what 
kind of message will that 
send?” he asked the judge. 
“It would tell all those sol¬ 
diers, lower soldiers, it is 
OK to go AWOL, which it 
is not^ 

Goren asked that Miller 
be sentenced to seven 


months’ confinement, re¬ 
duction in rank to the low¬ 
est enlisted grade and a 
bad-conduct discharge - 
which would have cut him 
off from the medical and 
mental-health benefits usu¬ 
ally available to veterans. 

But CoL Michael Harg¬ 
is, the presiding officer, 
recommended that all but 
the demotion be suspend¬ 
ed, on the condition that 
Miller undergo treatment 
and counseling. 

Maj. Gen. James L. 
Terry, then commander of 
the 10th Mountain Divis¬ 
ion, went along with the 
recommendation. Miller 
successfully completed Ins 
treatment iuid was granted 
an honorable discharge. 

In the world of military 
Justice, Miller’s case is far 
from the mle. But some 
voices within that system 
are calling for change, say¬ 
ing military courts can 
leant from the recent expe¬ 
rience of their civilian 


Civilian courts across 
the country have acknowl¬ 
edged the fact that, after a 
decade of fighting in 
Afghanistan and Iraq, 
some veterans^ crimes can 
be traced back to battle- 
zone trauma “ and that 
they shouldn’t go to jail or 
prison for them. The same 
consideration should be 
given by the military legal 
system when damaged 
warriors come before it, 
say some military' law au¬ 
thorities, including Maj, 
Evan Seamone. 

Seamone, an Iraq War 
veteran currently .seiving 
as chief of military justice 
at Fort Eenning, Ga, 
makes the case in an article 
titled “Reclaiming the 
Rehabilitative Ethic in 
Military Justice,^ pub¬ 
lished recently in MiJikiry 
Law Review. 

Too many service mem¬ 
bers, he argues, are cast 
out for crimes or miscon¬ 
duct that could be attribut¬ 
able to post-traumatic 


stress disorder^ traumabc 
brain injury or some other 
service-connected aJment 
Such “punitive discharges” 
yank aw^ay the veteran's 
safety net, parsing the bur¬ 
den and risks on to the 
civilian system, he said. 

“In its pliiiosophy and 
practice, the military jus¬ 
tice system is maslong a 
major consequence of its 
sen te n cing proce dure s. 
which civilian courts have 
learned over the last two 
decades Incarceration 
w ithout iidequate mental 
tieatment loads to repeat 
offerses at a rate so alarm¬ 
ing and harmful to society 
that it has created a 'na¬ 
tional pubhc health crisis" 
of ‘epidemic' proportion,” 
Seamone writes 

“In contrast to pioblem- 
solving courts, which tai- 
get the illness underlying 
criminal conduct, courts- 
martial function as prob¬ 
lem -generating c our ts 

when they result in puni¬ 
tive discharges that pre¬ 


clude mentally iU offenders 
froni obtaining” treatment 
through the Veterans 
Administration, Seamone 
wrote. “Such practices cre¬ 
ate a class of individuals 
whose untreated condi¬ 
tions endanger public safe¬ 
ty and the veteran as they 
grow worse over time.” 

As awareness of PTSD, 
TBI and other “invisible 
wounds" of war has in¬ 
creased in the past several 
years, civilian courts have 
responded by setting up 
diversion programs to get 
eligible veterans into treat¬ 
ment, rather than locking 
them up. Seamone said 
nearly 100 of these so- 
called “veterans courts” al¬ 
ready have been estab¬ 
lished, and another KX) or 
so are in the works. 

But unlike these courts, 
Seamone wiites, “military 
justice operates within a far 
smaller constellation domi¬ 
nated by the concept of 
^good order and disci¬ 
pline.’" 

‘The lack of concern for 
treatment is troublesome 
because of its inherent as¬ 
sumption that somebody 
else, outside of the mili' 
tary, will someday be re¬ 


sponsible for dealing with 
aggravated psychological 
problems,” he writes. 

Seamone said he found 
numerous cases in which 
military prosecutors “actu¬ 
ally made the argument in 
comts-maitial that the mil¬ 
itary isn’t a rehabilitation 
center*” 

“The major considera¬ 
tion becomes... ho^v to use 
the person as an example, 
as potentially a deterrent,” 
said the soldier, who has 
worked as prosecutor and 
defender in comts-martlal. 

Command control is a 
key difference between 
military justice and civil¬ 
ian, Seamone said. “The 
commander is ultimately 
the final authority on ... 
how the person should be 
dealt with.” 

The presiding officer 
and panel members — the 
equivalent of judge and 
jury — cannot give a sen¬ 
tence that includes proba¬ 
tion, he said. The com- 
manding officer has ihe 
power to grant clemency, 
but Seamone said such de¬ 
cisions are often made dur¬ 
ing hasty meetings amid 
other responsibilities.

About 10 years ago, Mor¬ 
gan Morrow, 24, developed 
a desire to visit missionaries 
in Liberia and collect sup¬ 
plies for the people there. In 
March, she filially took the 
leap and went to the country 
in West Alrica. 

It al! started when mis- 
sionaiy Albert Stewart, a for¬ 
mer member of Faith Apos¬ 
tolic Church, which Morrow 
attends, returned to the 
church to present what ho 
had been doing as a mission¬ 
ary in Liberia with his wife, 
Tegeste, 

*^When he played the 
DVD, it broke my heart and 
I felt a burden,” Moitow 
said. 

Before the trip, she began 
collecting supplies to send 
ahead of her. She personally 
purchased and received a 
few^ donations for school 
supplies, shoes, toys, candy, 
book bags, books, and 
men’s, women’s and chil¬ 
dren’s clothing. 

She had coDected enough 
iO send five 5 l 5 gallon barrels 
to missionaries in Monrovia, 
Liberia* 

The next step was for 
Morrow to make the trip. 
She’s not a big fart of flying 
but was determined to go. 

“I just had to suck it up 
and go because it was some- 
tiling 1 really wanted to do,” 
she said. 'T made it.” 

She didn’t go through any 
organised group trip; it was 
all on her own. ll was some¬ 
thing she dreamed of doing 
so she finally just said, ‘^Fm 
going,” 

Marrow’s trip in March 
lasted 13 days* 

While in Liberia, she dis¬ 
tributed die donated items 
from the barrels to the chil- 
dien and adults in the vil¬ 
lages* She also went to 
church services where the 
missionaries were headquar¬ 
tered. She went with mis¬ 
sionaries into die villages, 
visited the United Pentecos¬ 
tal Church clinic and, even 
tliough school was: on break 
at the time, dropped supplies 
off at the school. 

There were only a few

things to get used to. Mor¬ 
row had to take sponge 
baths because water had to 
he boiled and the electocity 
sometimes went on tuid off 
in the city. Also, in the vil¬ 
lages she visited there was 
no electricity or mnning wa¬ 
ter. 

She noticed a big differ¬ 
ence from where she stayed 
In the city and the villages* 

Going to a Third World 
country was eye-opening, 
she .said. 

She became more aware 


that Americans throw away 
a lot of food and have good 
clothing. Some of the chil¬ 
dren and adults she encoun¬ 
tered were half dressed and 
had bttle food. 

Marrow' loved interacting 
with the children* They often 
ran up and hugged her and 
always wanted their piclureii 
taken. 

When she went shopping 
in the city, she had to get 
used to bargaining for goods. 
She felt bad at first becau.se 
she knew' it was impacting 


the livelihood of vendoi’S, 
but locals who shopped with 
her got her used to bargain¬ 
ing for the best price. 

She was able to bring 
home several souvenirs, in¬ 
cluding hand-carved items 
such as aaiimal sculptures 
and bowls. 

Morrow wasn’t a fan of 
Liberian food, but the mis¬ 
sionaries she stayed with 
prepared food more familiar 
to her* 

Because she stayed in the 
city, she didn’t get to see a 
lot of wildlife native to Afri¬ 
ca, other than cockioaches, 
lizards and a live alligator 
given to the church as an of¬ 
fering. It was supposed to be 
a food source, but they had 
not killed it Morrow was 
glad it wasn’t served for a 
meal because she wasn’t sure 
she could eat alligator. 

She^s preparing to talk 
about the trip at church. 
That wouldn’t have been 
easy for her before, but after 
speaking publicly several 
times in Liberia*, she thinks it 
will he easier for her now. 

Morrow hopes to return 
to Liberia sometitne next 
year, this time with a mission 
group. 

“I’d leave tomorrow if I 
could,” she said. 

She also continues to col¬ 
lect item.s to send to mission¬ 
aries.

Americans are starting to 
see some relief from higher 
gas prices, a change that 
could revive the economy 
in the months ahead. 

Consumer prices were 
flat in April, largely be¬ 
cause of a decline in gas 
prices. Lower prices at the 
pump may be combining 
with steady job growth to 
power more spending on 
big purchases. 

Sales of autos, furniture 
and electronics all rose in 
April. And Americans 
spent more at restaurants 
and bars - generally a sign 
of confidence in the econo¬ 
my. 

“Consumer spending 
looks to have started the 
second quarter on a solid 
footing,” said Paul Ash¬ 
worth, an economist at 
Capital Economics. 

Despite the strength in 
key areas, overall retail 
sales increased just 0.1 per¬ 
cent last month, the Com¬ 
merce Department said. 
That modest gain followed 
two stronger months in 
February and March. 

Cheaper gas offset some 
of the gains in big purchas¬ 
es. The mild winter also 
was a factor. In the previ¬ 
ous two months, it boosted 
sales in areas such as build¬ 
ing materials and garden¬ 
ing supplies. Spending in 
those categories fell 
sharply in April. 

Still, economists were 
encouraged by the details 
in the report. Excluding 
autos, gas station sales and 



Mistrust may hold 
back Facebook ads

NEW YORK - Face 
book’s reach is wide but 
not deep. Few users sur¬ 
veyed in an Associated 
Press-CNBC poll say 
they click on the site’s 
ads or buy the virtual 
goods that make money 
for it. 

More than 40 percent 
of American adults log in 
to the site - to share 
news, personal observa¬ 
tions, photos and more - 
at least once a week. In 
all, some 900 million 
people around the world 
are users. But many of 


them don’t have a very 
high opinion of Face- 
book or trust it to keep 
their information pri¬ 
vate. 

If Facebook the com¬ 
pany were a Facebook 
user, it would have a lot 
of virtual friends but not 
many real ones, the poll 
suggested. 

Users’ distrust limits 
the value of the site’s ads. 
Advertisers want to tar¬ 
get their messages to the 
people most likely to re¬ 
spond to them. And the 
more Facebook knows 
about users, the better it 
will be at tailoring those 
ads to their interests.

spending on building ma¬ 
terials, so-called core retail 
sales increased 0.4 percent, 
a modest gain. 

“All the categories that 
showed gains are positive 
signs for consumer spend¬ 
ing going forward,” said 
Leslie Levesque, senior 
economist at IHS Global 
Insight.

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Dow Jones 
average continues 
a two-week slide

Europe’s latest political impasse cast a gloom over fi¬ 
nancial markets Tuesday. The euro plunged, and the Dow 
Jones industrial average extended a slide that has wiped 
out nearly 5 percent of its value in two weeks. 

The biggest action of the day came shortly before U.S. 
markets opened, when a Greek party leader announced 
the talks to build a coalition government had failed. The 
euro and major European stock markets turned sharply 
lower and stayed there the rest of the day. 

Newly elected political leaders in Greece disagree 
about whether to accept more international bailouts and 
continue with painful spending cuts. If Greece exits the 
euro currency, it could rattle financial markets around the 
world. 

In the U.S., stocks opened mixed and then staged a 
weak, mid-morning rally after word that confidence 
among U.S. builders rose to a five-year high in May. 
Homebuilders gained: Hovnanian Enterprises surged 10 
percent, Fennar Corp. 3 percent and PulteGroup Inc. 2 
percent. 

The Dow and other stock indexes meandered between 
gains and losses for much of the day, then turned decisive¬ 
ly lower in the last hour of trading. 

The Dow wound up with a loss of 63.35 points, or 0.5 
percent, to close at 12,632. Fosses by most of its compo¬ 
nents were offset by a big gain for JPMorgan Chase. The 
nation’s biggest bank rose 1.3 percent, recovering some of 
the losses it has sustained since revealing a $2 billion trad¬ 
ing loss last week.

Real NCIS recovers $1.8 
million in stolen goods 


The AssacSated Ptess 

RALEIGH, N-C - 
Military authorities re- 
covei'ed about $1,8 mil¬ 
lion in stolen property 
as part of an ongoing in¬ 
vestigation that so far in¬ 
volves almost 70 civil¬ 
ians and active-duty 
Marines and sailors. 

Commanders from 
Camp Ijejenne and the 
2nd Marine Expedit¬ 
ionary Force are sup¬ 
porting the nvestiga- 
tion, a base spokesman 
said in an email Tues¬ 
day. The Naval Cnm- 
inal Investigative Ser¬ 
vice is leading the inves¬ 
tigation, which began 
more than a year and a 
half ago. 

""This Is some damn 
fine police work and 
two years of undercover 
- $1,8 million is pretty 
sizable,” NCIS spokes¬ 
man Ed Bnice said by 
phone from Qiiantico, 
Va. “That said, this is 
not the first time such 
crimes have occurred 


with military members 
selling govermneTit-is- 
sued combat gear.” 

The 66 NCIS investi¬ 
gations involve 47 ac¬ 
tive-duty Marines and 
sailors, along with 21 
civilians who sold skilen 
property, said base 
spokesman Nat Fahy. 
About half the cases 
have been settled in 
court, Buice said. 

‘^This is guys stealing 
stuff and selling it at 
garage sales and out of 
the back of their cars” 
and other places, Buice 
said, 

NCIS agents also 
found property stolen 
from the U.S. Air Force, 
the U.Sp Aniiy and otii- 
er federal agencies, Fahy 
said. That information 
wa5 forwarded to the 
Bureau of Alcohol, To¬ 
bacco, Firearms and 
Explosives, the FBI and 
North Carolina’s State 
Bureau of Investigation, 
among numerous other 
federal and agencies.

IN OTHER BUSINESS 

The hospital’s budget concerns for the fiscal year 
have been erased and replaced with satisfaction 
based on the latest financial figures. 

Elmer Cummings, vice president and chief finan¬ 
cial officer, was all smiles Tuesday as he reported 
that revenues have exceeded expenses by $1.4 mil¬ 
lion for the first 10 months of the fiscal year. 
According to Cummings’ report, the hospital has re¬ 
corded roughly $183.9 million in revenues as of the 
end of April while expenses have been held to 
$182.4 million. 

Adding in financial gains unrelated to operations, 
the hospital is sitting on a $2 million surplus heading 
into the final two months of the fiscal schedule. 
According to the report, the hospital had a $4 million 
surplus this time last year. 

However, revenue has grown considerably since a 
year ago, outpacing last year’s total of $166.4 mil¬ 
lion by roughly $17.5 million. 

HMH President and CEO Dennis Johnson said 
gains in revenue are reflective of the hospital’s 
growth rate as the hospital is expected to finish at 
around $220 million in total revenue for the year.

“We are growing at a 
significant clip,'' he said. 

Roughly $L5 million of 
the plan is allocated to ac¬ 
quire local practices, an ag¬ 
gressive notion HMH has 
adopted to recruit and at¬ 
tract top-shelf physicians 
and medical staff. No 
planned acquisitions were 
revealed during the meet¬ 
ing, but HMH already has 
invested considerable 
sums in the purchase of 
Surgical Specialists PSC 
and Elizabethtown Diag¬ 
nostic Imaging, 

Elmer Cummings, vice 
president and chief finan¬ 
cial officer, said the acqui¬ 
sitions will he finalized in 
the coming year. 

The hospital also is in¬ 
vesting in a multi purpose 
radiography room at 
$727,445 and the fifth 
phase of a cardiac monitor¬ 
ing system at $706,000, 
Cummings said the hospi¬ 
tal has another yeai’ or two 
left to complete the moni¬ 
toring system, a nearly $5 
million investment. 

The hospital also plans 
to purchase $500,000 in 
hardware including per- 
somJ computers^ monitors 
and printers and another 
$585,{X)0 of pmctice man¬ 
agement software. Cum¬ 
mings said the software 
purchase represents an in¬ 
vestment in electronic 
health reccjrds to integrate 
me dical j nform ation, 
w'hich has been mandated 
by the federal government, 

HMH also is investing 
$290,000 in an Urgent 
Care Center Electronic 
Health Record and 
$275,000 for an oncology 
electronic medical record, 
according to the capital 
budget. 

Tom Carrico.^ chief in¬ 
formation oflicer al HMH, 
said the hospital is set to 
gain nearly $8 million at 
the end of a four-year peri¬ 


od if it completes require¬ 
ments for the electronic 
health record.

An expansion 
of the North Hardin 
Medical Plaza at $158,685 
and a cafeteria renovation 
at $175,0(K) also are includ¬ 
ed in the plan. 

The majority of the low¬ 
er-priced items represent 
purchase of supplies, 
equipment and system up¬ 


grades. 

Trustee Dwight Morgan 
noted about $80,()0(> worth 
of paving planned and sug¬ 
gested HMH consider us¬ 
ing county road workers 
on the projects if it could 
save money. 

Hardin Judge-Exe cufive 
Harry Berry said there is a 
policy in place that re¬ 
quires all business plaj:is for 
capital projects valued at 
$ 100,000 or more to be re¬ 
viewed by the board. He 
said about $0 million of the 
capital plan will fall within 
that requirement. 

The compensation plan, 
meanwhile, will give a gen¬ 
eral wage increase to more 
than 1,700 eligible employ¬ 
ees w'hile those who have 
reached their grade maxi- 
mum will receive a hunp 
sum equivalent to 2.5 per¬ 
cent 

The approved plan also 
adjusts the overall salary 
structure by 2 percent 
while specific clinical

HORSE RAGING 


Staples Center to host six 
playoff games in four days

LOS ANGELES - Staples 
Center is always among the world’s 
busiest arenas, hosting a jam-packed 
slate of concerts and shows crammed 
between games for the NBA’s Los 
Angeles Lakers and Clippers and the 
NHL’s Kings. 

But the downtown Los Angeles 
venue is preparing for its craziest 
weekend ever. After a remarkable 
run of simultaneous postseason suc¬ 
cess, Staples Center’s three main ten¬ 
ants are combining to host six playoff 
games in four days. 

Starting Thursday night with 
Game 3 of the Engs’ Western 
Conference final against the Phoenix 
Coyotes and concluding Sunday 
night with Game 4 of the Clippers’ 
second-round series against the San 
Antonio Spurs, the building will host 
a noon-to-night barrage of dunks and 
slap shots, 3-pointers and glove saves 
in a succession of pressure-packed 
postseason games. 

For Lee Zeidman, Staples Center’s 
senior vice president and general 
manager, this confluence of playoff 
success is both a visceral thrill and a 
puzzle to be solved. 

‘This is unprecedented in this 
building, and I believe in arenas all 
over the country,” Zeidman said. ‘T 
don’t believe it will ever be duplicat¬ 
ed, because we’re the only building 
with two NBA teams. This presents 
some unprecedented challenges, but 
hopefully we’re going to come out of 
it with six victories in four days.” 

Staples Center will host two week¬ 
end doubleheaders, with two basket¬ 
ball games Saturday before a poten¬ 
tially problematic hockey-to-hoops 
changeover Sunday. What’s more, 
the Tour of California also ends right 
outside the building Sunday, drawing 
up to 100,000 fans downtown to 
watch the finish of the nation’s 
biggest cycling race about 30 minutes 
before the Kings and the Coyotes 
drop the puck on Game 4 of the 
Western Conference finals. 

After the NBA announced last 
Saturday that the Lakers and 
Clippers would both host back-to- 
back playoff games this weekend, the 
arena’s employees began preparing 
for one of the longest weekends of 
their careers. 

“This is all hands on deck,” 
Zeidman said. “We’ve scheduled 


everybody and anybody, from con¬ 
cession to cleanup and housekeeping 
to conversion crew to maintenance. 
Some people are going to be getting 
some good overtime.” 

Staples Center, which proclaims it¬ 
self “the sports and entertainment 
capital of the world” before its ten¬ 
ants’ home games, was opened in 
1999 by AEG, the sports-entertain¬ 
ment conglomerate which owns the 
Engs and a piece of the Lakers. 

Ever since the Lakers won the 
NBA title in their first season at 
Staples, the building has never lacked 
for drama. While hosting more than 
250 events per year. Staples has seen 
two NBA All-Star games, an NHL 
All-Star game, the 2000 Democratic 
National Convention, 11 Grammy 
awards shows, multiple X-Games, 
several title fights in boxing and 
mixed martial arts, and the Pac-10 
and -12 basketball tournaments, 
along with an encyclopedic list of mu¬ 
sical acts. 

But this weekend’s convergence 
has never been encountered before, 
largely because the Lakers’ perennial 
success hasn’t been matched by their 
two co-tenants. While the Lakers 
have been in the playoffs every sea¬ 
son but one since Staples Center 
opened, reaching seven NBA finals 
in its first 11 years of existence, the 
Clippers had made just one playoff 
appearance in their first 12 years at 
Staples, while the Engs didn’t make 
the playoffs at all between 2002 and 
2010. 

“It’s exciting in the city when all of 
our teams are doing well,” Lakers for¬ 
ward Pau Gasol said. “Our arena is 
very busy right now, but it’s good for 
the teams you share with to have suc¬ 
cess. We don’t worry about the sched¬ 
ule, because we have to play the 
games no matter what. A little bit dif¬ 
ferent scheduling doesn’t matter to 
us, I don’t think.” 

The Clippers finally became con¬ 
tenders this season after trading for 
All-Star point guard Chris Paul, fin¬ 
ishing fifth in the Western Conference 
before winning their first-round play¬ 
off series with Memphis in seven 
games. 

The Engs, who lost in the first 
round of the Stanley Cup playoffs the 
previous two years, have also vaulted 
into title contention after entering the 
postseason as the Western 
Conference’s eighth seed, winning 
eight of their nine playoff games in 


the first two rounds to reach the con¬ 
ference finals for the first time since 
1993. 

“It’s going to be an exciting time 
for everybody,” said Engs captain 
Dustin Brown, who takes in Lakers 
games in his spare time. “The people 
at Staples do a great job considering 
how much goes on in there. It’s pret¬ 
ty amazing what they can do.” 

Zeidman has pondered Staples’ 
scenarios for weeks, but he initially 
figured the building would get by 
without all three teams being home at 
the same time in May — until the first- 
round series for the Lakers and 
Clippers both dragged on to seven 
games. 

“Not until Saturday, right before 
Laker tip off (in Game 7 against 
Denver), did I realize that the NBA 
was going to schedule back-to-backs 
if (the Lakers and Clippers) won both 
series,” Zeidman said. “Nor in my 
wildest dreams did I ever think they 
would schedule a hockey playoff 
game before a basketball game.” 

Indeed, it’s difficult enough to 
clean and prepare 1 million square 
feet of arena, including 168 luxury 
suites and 53 concession stands, twice 
in the same day. But the toughest of 
Staples Center’s three changeovers is 
going from hockey to basketball - 
and that’s not even including the po¬ 
tential of overtime hockey, which can 
go on indefinitely. 

Zeidman breaks it down this way: 
A normal hockey game starting short¬ 
ly after 12 p.m. ends about three 
hours later, but every overtime peri¬ 
od the Engs and Coyotes might play 
Sunday would add at least an extra 
hour onto the end of the game. 

Even Staples Center’s experienced 
changeover crew needs 2 hours, 15 
minutes to complete the switch from 
Engs’ ice to Clippers’ hardwood, dis¬ 
mantling the hockey boards and con¬ 
structing the NBA floor on top of the 
beleaguered ice — and that’s not even 
estimating the time necessary to clean 
Staples Center’s seats and suites. 

If the Engs and Coyotes played 
two full overtimes, Zeidman thinks 
the earliest Staples Center could be 
ready for the Spurs and Clippers to 
get on the court is 7 p.m. Even after a 
truncated 90 minutes of warmup and 
preparation. Game 4 of the NBA se¬ 
ries might not get underway until 
8:30 p.m. or later. 


FU Have Another 
gets a day off 
before Preakness

BALTIMORE — Lour days before the 
Preakness, I’ll Have Another trainer Doug O’Neill 
was feeling very skittish about his pending appear¬ 
ance on the grand stage. 

His nervousness had nothing to do with saddling 
up the Kentucky Derby winner Saturday with the 
Triple Crown hanging in the balance. O’Neill didn’t 
care that it was too wet to send I’ll Have Another 
out on the track, and he certainly wasn’t uneasy 
about the Preakness coming down to another duel 
between his horse and Derby pace-setter 
Bodemeister. 

No, the usually laid-back O’Neill was fretting 
over his assignment Tuesday night at Camden 
Yards: Throwing out the ceremonial first pitch be¬ 
fore the game between the Baltimore Orioles and 
New York Yankees. 

“I’d be lying if I said I wasn’t in my hotel room 
throwing shampoo bottles at pillows,” he said 
Tuesday morning. “My biggest thing is not bounc¬ 
ing it. The more people say don’t bounce it, the 
more likely you will bounce it. I’m just trying to stay 
focused on throwing it straight and strong and not 
embarrassing the I’ll Have Another team.” 

O’Neill broke a trend by shipping his horse to 
Pimlico Race Course just two days after the Derby, 
and he arrived in town two days after that. Since 
then, he’s been preparing I’ll Have Another for the 
Preakness and doing all things Baltimore. 

O’Neill watched the Baltimore Ravens rookies 
practice last weekend and had lunch with coach 
John Harbaugh. On Monday night, he tried crabs 
for the first time. 

“It’s a lot of work with a mallet. I felt like a car¬ 
penter,” O’Neill said. “It was good. We experienced 
the common food of Baltimore. I think next time 
I’ll look for the crab cakes. That’s the lazy man’s 
way of eating crab. Pulling the legs and cracking 
this and that, it does seem like too much work.” 

On the topic of work, O’Neill decided I’ll Have 
Another didn’t have to do any Tuesday on a wet, 
dreary morning at Pimlico. 

“With I’ll Have Another being as fit as he is and 
the fact he’s doing so good, we figured the weather 
forecast is supposed to be nice starting tomorrow, 
so why take him out there?” O’Neill said. “Like the 
rest of us, we all like a day off. We gave the whole 
barn a day off. He looks fantastic. 

“You would expect good energy, which he has. 
We needed a lip chain to keep him on the ground. 
He was prancing around there. He’s happy. We’ll 
probably walk him a couple of more times through¬ 
out the day. He’ll probably be a little stir crazy with¬ 
out going to the track. I just thought it was the safest, 
smartest move.”

Djokovic opens Italian Open title defense with soiid win

ROME — Top-ranked Novak Djokovic 
made a solid return to red-clay courts, 
dominating Australian teenager Bernard 
Tomic 6-3, 6-3 on Tuesday night to open 
his Italian Open title defense. 

On the women’s side, Wimbledon 
champion Petra Kvitova and defending 
champion Maria Sharapova won in 
straight sets at Loro Italico to reach the 
third round. 

Coming off a quarterfinal loss to fellow 
Serb Janko Tipsarevic on the blue clay at 
last week’s Madrid Open, Djokovic went 
ahead with two early breaks and faced 
minimal resistance from the 19-year-old 
Tomic, the youngest player in the top 50 at 
No. 32. 

“It was a good match for me to start 


with,” said Djokovic, who wore a black 
outfit featuring Serbia’s red-white-and- 
blue colors running down one side. 
“(Tomic) has a lot of talent and he changes 
things up well, so you don’t know what to 
expect - that’s what makes him danger¬ 
ous.” 

With the French Open less than two 
weeks away, Djokovic is looking to redis¬ 
cover the form from his 43-match winning 
streak a year ago. Winning at Roland 
Garros is a top priority for him after taking 
the three other majors last year. 

Fourth-ranked Andy Murray beat 
David Nalbandian of Argentina 6-1, 4-6, 7- 
5 in a strong return after taking last week 
off because of a bad back. Fifth-seeded Jo- 
Wilfried Tsonga cruised past Viktor 
Troicki of Serbia 6-3, 6-2, and Juan Carlos 
Ferrero improved to 3-0 against 13th-seed- 
ed Frenchman Gael Monfils, 7-5, 6-3. 


Sixth-seeded David Ferrer beat fellow 
Spaniard Fernando Verdasco 6-3, 7-6 (3); 
lOth-seeded Juan Martin del Potro 
downed Michael Llodra of France 7-5, 3-6, 
6-4; and 14th-seeded Juan Monaco topped 
Romanian qualifier Adrian Ungur 6-2, 6-2. 
Marcel Granollers of Spain beat 15th-seed- 
ed Feliciano Lopez 6-4, 6-4, and 16th-seed- 
ed Echard Gasquet eliminated Jurgen 
Melzer of Austria 6-1, 7-6 (6). 

Kvitova overcame eight double-faults 
to beat Anastasia Pavlyuchenkova of 
Russia 7-5, 6-4 in her opening match. 
Kvitova struggled in the bright sunshine 
but still managed to dictate play with her 
attacking game. 

“I didn’t feel very well and so I am hap¬ 
py I won, and I know where there is space 
where I can improve before the next 
round,” she said. 

Sharapova held off a strong challenge 


from Christina McHale, beating the 
American 7-5, 7-5. Venus Williams elimi¬ 
nated Simona Halep of Romania 6-3, 6-4. 

“It was different than last week,” 
Williams said, referring to the court in 
Madrid, where she lost in the second 
round. “I sort of had to make some adjust¬ 
ments to get used to this court. 

“It was kind of windy and with the 
shadows it was kind of tough to see the 
ball and it made it very difficult and so I 
was happy that I finished it well,” Williams 
added. 

Two-time champion Jelena Jankovic 
lost 6-3, 4-6, 7-6 (4) to Sorana Cirstea of 
Romania. 

Ninth-seeded Serena Williams also de¬ 
feated Galina Voskoboeva of Kazakhstan, 
6-2, 6-3 in her first match since winning 
the Madrid title Sunday.

Now Wright and Orr have the Green Wave rolling to 
success again. Whelan points to increased maturity and 
confidence as the key reasons. 

“Mostly as far as their understanding the game of ten¬ 
nis, they’re understanding what works and what doesn’t 
work, knowing where they’re supposed to be on the 
court, their communication with each other, talking to 
each other on the court, telling each other ‘I’ve got this 
shot or you’ve got this shot.’ What’s probably been the 
most important thing is they’ve learned how to play dou¬ 
bles in the game of tennis,” Whelan said. “They’re both 
sophomores and hit growth spurts. They grew a bunch, 
which has enabled them to play at the net and cover the 
court better.” 

Covering the court used to give them all kinds of ag¬ 
gravation. Wright and Orr would forget to tell each other 
when to switch sides and opponents would pounce on 
that mistake for a point. Other times, they’d argue after a 
missed opportunity. 

They’re on the same page now. They tell each other 
where to move and give each other encouragement. 

“We don’t argue as much,” Wright said. “We’re more 
positive with each other and we found out that works a 
whole lot better.” 

They’ve really come along in the past month. 


In April, Wright and Orr reached the Lincoln Heritage 
Conference Tournament quarterfinals. They won their 
first match, shutting out North Hardin seniors Justin 
Cardenas and Timmy Ford before falling to the top-seed¬ 
ed Elizabethtown senior duo of Bilal Ahmed and Zeeshan 
Bhatti - the eventual champs - in the quarterfinals, 6-0, 6- 
3. 

But the region tournament in May was even better. 
That’s when they won three matches to reach the semifi¬ 
nals and earn Tof-4 state qualifying berths. 

Orr and Wright defeated Bardstown’s Robert 
Ferguson and Austin Holtsclaw 6-0, 6-0 in the first round 
before recording a second-round upset of the third-seed¬ 
ed John Hardin duo of senior Steve Lau and junior Jared 
Anderson, 6-3, 3-6, 6-0. 

Wright’s serving provided the big punch in the victory 
over John Hardin. Whelan said Wright usually hits his 
first serve in about 85 percent of the time and his athleti¬ 
cism helps, especially when covering baseline shots. Orr 
agreed. 

“His serving is probably his greatest strength, probably 
just putting the ball in play towards the back of the court,” 
Orr said. “He always puts it in back. ... He always makes 
a good play.” 

Then, the pair knocked off Central Hardin senior 
Trevor Deibel and sophomore Kyle Compton 6-2, 6-1 in 
the quarterfinals before falling to Burdette and Swencki 
again, 6-2, 6-1. 

Orr’s aggressive net play was an important factor in 
the quarterfinals. That’s how he earned the nickname 


“Diesel” - which was coined by former teammate Zack 
Brown, who called him a machine at the net. 

“He’s a really good net player,” Wright said. “He’s 
pretty tall, so he just gets to everything and he can put the 
points away whenever he needs to, volley whenever he 
needs to. He’s just a real smart net player.” 

So after earning their first state tournament trip, the 
pair hopes they can net their first win at State. After this 
kind of season, who knows what could happen. 

“It feels kind of good, knowing that no team has gone 
in forever,” Orr said. “We don’t feel like celebrities but we 
do feel pretty good about ourselves - knowing that we’ve 
done something as sophomores that nobody else has 
done in quite some time.”

Braves rock Cueto with early runs, beat Reds

ATLANTA - Tim Hudson is 
making it easy to forget he missed 
most of the first month of the sea¬ 
son recovering from back sur¬ 
gery. 

The Atlanta Braves jumped on 
Cincinnati’s Johnny Cueto early 
Tuesday night and Hudson 
pitched seven strong innings to 
beat the Reds, 6-2. 

Hudson (2-1) has allowed two 
runs or less in 3-of-4 starts since 
returning from surgery to repair a 
herniated disc. 

‘T’m feeling better each time 
out,” said the 36-year-old 
Hudson. ‘‘Every week that passes 
by I feel like I’m getting a little 
healthier. I’m really not con¬ 
cerned with it. I feel like I’m as 
healthy now as I have been in a 
really long time.” 

Hudson threw six scoreless in¬ 
nings before giving up two runs 


in the seventh. He allowed nine 
hits and two runs. 

Brian McCann homered in the 
second inning and the Braves 
scored four runs in the third and 
led 6-0 after four innings. 

“We got a nice lead early,” 
Hudson said. “It makes my job a 
lot easier. I can go out there and 
be a lot more aggressive in the 
zone. I can challenge guys a little 
more.” 

Cueto (4-1) led the major 
leagues with his 1.12 ERA before 
giving up six runs, five earned, on 
eight hits in four innings. He had 
allowed only one earned run in 
23 innings in his last three starts. 

Cueto said the loss is a painful 
reminder that dominant pitching 
is not automatic. 

“It’s part of the game. I’m not 
a robot!” a smiling Cueto said 
through interpreter Tomas Vera, 
the Reds’ assistant athletic trainer. 

“It’s been a while,” Cueto said 
of his first rough start of the sea-

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son. “I don’t think anything was 
wrong. I was feeling really well. 
All my pitches we good. It’s just 
part of the game. It’s the way it 
goes.” 

The Braves sent 11 batters to 


the plate while scoring four runs 
off Cueto in the third. Prado and 
Chipper Jones had run-scoring 
singles, Jason Heyward doubled 
in a run and Dan Uggla added a 
sacrifice fly in the long inning. 

“They hit him pretty good 
tonight,” said Reds manager 
Dusty Baker of Cueto. “That was 
just not one of Johnny’s better 
outings. 

‘Just sometimes you get hit, 
you know what I mean? 
Especially against a hot-hitting 
team like the Braves. You’re not 
going to keep them down forev¬ 
er.” 

The first-place Braves moved 
one-half game ahead of the 
Washington Nationals in the NL 
East. 

Michael Bourn had three hits 
and scored two runs and Martin 
Prado also had three hits for the 
Braves, who had 12 hits. 

“We’re a good offense,” said 
McCann, who had two hits. 


“Everybody battles every at-bat.

Table the table salt quandary 


Dear Heloise: I would 
like to know if there is any 
way to soften iodized table 
salt once it has hardened. - 
Elaine, via email 

■ Hmmm - a good ques¬ 
tion, especially if you live in 
a high-humidity area. There 
is no recommended way to 
soften iodized table salt once 
it has “caked,” which is 
caused by age and moisture, 
according to our source. A 
major manufacturer suggests 
throwing the salt away, but 
will offer a coupon if you 
call the company. Table salt 
usually is pretty cheap, too. 

While on the topic of 
table salt, do you know what 
is added to salt to keep it 
from sticking together? The 
answer is calcium silicate, 
which is an anti-caking, 
odorless, tasteless, white sub¬ 
stance that is mixed in with 



the salt. 

Canning and pickling salt 
contain no additives at all, 
so they are even more likely 
to lump and harden when 
exposed to moisture. 

REHEATING EGGS. Dear 
Heloise: To heat a hard- 
cooked egg out of its shell in 
the microwave, push a 
wooden toothpick through 
the center. Place it on a mi¬ 
crowave-safe plate or paper 
plate, with the toothpick 
pointed up to prevent the 
egg from exploding. Thirty 
seconds usually is enough 
time to make a tasty, warm 
egg. - Marcia in Manistee, 


Mich. 

■ Marcia, this is a new 
hint. We had a lot of fun 
testing it in Heloise Central. 
Do be sure to cover the egg 
with a paper towel, just in 
case. 

P.S.: Saw a note posted 
on a microwave at a motel: 
“Do not heat hard-boiled 
eggs in the microwave!” 

BROWN SUGAR. Dear Hel 
oise: Instead of putting 
bread in the bag with brown 
sugar to keep it soft, put the 
sugar in a freezer bag with¬ 
out the original wrapping. 
Flatten it out while it is still 
soft and pack it down. Keep 
it in the freezer, and if it gets 
too hard, put it in the mi¬ 
crowave for about half a 
minute. You can measure 
and pack the sugar, when 
needed, from the outside of 
the bag. No sugar on your 


hands, and no soggy bread 
to pick out of the sugar. — 
TO., via email 

MAKING BREAD. Dear 
Heloise: My family enjoys 
the taste and smell of fresh- 
baked bread made in the 
bread machine. What we 
don’t like is the amount of 
crust the bread machine 
produces. So we use the 
bread machine for the hard 
part, the mixing and knead¬ 
ing, but take the dough out 
of the machine before the 
baking starts and bake it in 
the oven. My mother men¬ 
tioned this process for mak¬ 
ing bread to a friend, and 
the friend hadn’t even 
thought of that possibility. —
